Claim Rejections - 35 t/SC §112 

The following is a quotation of the.second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 4 recites a "means for placing said rudder 
pedals controller", a "means for mounting said yoke controller" and a "means for joining 
the assemblies together". However, these features are already recited in claim 1. It is 
not clear from this repetition whether additional means as recited are part of the claimed 
invention. Also, claim 8 similarly repeats the means for placing said rudder pedals 
controller of claim 1 , and claim 14 repeats several features which are already recited in 
claim 1 1 . The claim language 1 should be amended to make clear whether a plurality of 
each of thesfe features is contemplated. Also, claim 11 recites "the means for mounting 
a joystick controller. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 'this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter

: Claims 1-3 and 18-19 are allowed. 
Claims 4-1 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action! 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a device having all of the limitations of 
the claims. The claims recite the features of the invention using "means plus function" 
language. Under 35 USC 112, p.6, such claim language is examined in light of the 

disclosure, to determine whether the prior art discloses or suggests an apparatus which 

i. 

performs substantially the same function in substantially the same way. In this case, 
there is no prior art which discloses or suggests the device of the claimed invention. As 
a result, the claims contain allowable subject matter. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kuster, Dustman, Bennington and Hladky disclose various 
devices for simulating aircraft flight. Strange discloses a device which restricts the 
movement of wheels on a chair. !
